F ayette C ounty and W ashin g­ 
ton C. H v . ill feel effects of the

W. Wallace, registrar of m otor v e ­ 
hicles, in a report 
to

G. 
Sours, director of the Ohio D e­ 
pa rtm e n t of Highways. 
Sours w as told, how ev er, tha t 
the total income from sale of li­ 
cense tags in 1942 w ill exceed the 
total of 1941 b y ab out $150,000. A 
loss of ab out $100,000 in passeng­ 
e r car tiig income this year was 
seen b ut the increased sale of 
tags for com m ercial trucks and 
trailers and farm trucks was e x­ 
pected to m ore than offset this 
anticipated loss and leav e a small 
increase in total income com par­ 
ed w ith 1941. 
D irector Sours also m ade pu b ­ 
lic figures show ing tha t a drop 
of ab out 36.8 percent, or $15,981,- 
288, in gasoline tax income is a n ­ 
ticipated in 1943. 
This loss in tag and gasoline 
rev enues w ill affect the D epa rt­ 
m en t of H ighw ays, the Ohio H igh­ 
w ay P atrol and all cities, counties, 
v illages and tow nships.
